Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  County  Districts  — 25. 


Local  Government  Act,  1933,  S.  111.  The  Council  has  prepared  the  following  Scheme  : — 

Arrangements  made  by  the  Cornwall  County  Council  for  securing  the  appoint- 
ment of  whole-time  Medical  Officers  of  Health  for  County  Districts. 


WHEREAS  it  is  provided  by  sub-section  (i)  of  section  in  of  the  Local  Government  Act, 
1933,  that  the  County  Council  shall,  after  consultation  with  the  councils  of  the  county  districts 
situate  wholly  or  in  part  within  the  County,  formulate  arrangements  for  securing,  whether  by 
means  of  a combination  of  districts  or  otherwise,  that  every  medical  of&cer  of  health  subsequently 
appointed  for  a county  district  shall  be  restricted  by  the  terms  of  his  employment  from  engaging 
in  private  practice  as  a medical  practitioner. 

NOW  THEREFORE  the  County  Council  of  the  Administrative  County  of  Cornwall,  having 
consulted  with  the  councils  of  the  districts  wholly  or  in  part  within  the  County  as  aforesaid, 
DO  HEREBY  make  the  following  arrangements  for  the  purposes  above-mentioned: — 

(i)  For  the  purposes  of  the  appointment  of  medical  ofhcers  of  health  the  Administrative 
County  of  Cornwall  shall  be  divided  into  the  six  combined  districts  specified  in  the 
Schedule  hereto. 
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(2)  The  county  districts  comprised  within  each  combined  district  shall  be  those  mentioned 
opposite  the  number  of  each  combined  district  in  column  2 of  the  said  Schedule. 

(3)  On  a vacancy  occurring  in  the  office  of  medical  officer  of  health  for  any  county  dis- 
trict it  shall  be  a term  of  the  appointment  of  any  person  to  fill  the  vacancy  that  he  shall 
not  engage  in  private  practice  as  a medical  practitioner. 

(4)  Whenever  a vacancy  occurs  hereafter  in  the  office  of  medical  officer  of  health  in  any 
one  or  more  of  the  county  districts  mentioned  in  column  2 of  the  said  schedule,  the  council 
of  the  district  or  districts  in  which  the  vacancy  occurs  shall  make  such  provisional  or  other 
arrangements  with  the  concurrence  of  the  other  county  districts  in  the  same  combined 
district  as  will  ensure  the  appointment  at  as  early  a date  as  possible  of  a single  medical 
officer  of  health  for  all  the  county  districts  comprised  in  such  combined  district.

tion. For  England  and  Wales  the  rate  was  35.4  for  the  period  1871 — 1880.

The  excess  of  females  was  20,270,  a proportion  of  1.136  females  per  thousand  males. 

For  males  there  is  a decrease  for  the  ages  0 — 19  and  an  increase  for  ages  20  and  over, 
and  for  females  there  is  a decrease  for  ages  0 — 39  and  an  increase  for  ages  40  and  over. 

Density.  For  the  County  as  a whole  the  density  in  1931  was  0.4  persons  per  acre;  in  the 
Urban  districts  2.4,  and  the  Rural  districts  0.2.  In  the  East  Ward  of  Penzance  the  density  was 
41 .8  and  in  some  of  the  Wards  of  Falmouth  the  density  was  30.

Death  Rate. 

The  crude  death  rate  is  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales,  as  Cornwall  contains 
a higher  percentage  of  old  people,  owing  to  the  low  birth  rate  and  to  the  migration  of  young 
adults.  In  1882  the  crude  death  rate  was  18.8  per  1,000  population.  The  adjusted  death  rate 
is  11.61  as  compared  with  12.4  for  England  and  Wales. 

Natural  Increase  or  Decrease. 

There  were  491  more  deaths  than  births,  a natural  decrease  rate  of  1 .58  per  1 ,000  of  the 
population.  The  natural  increase  in  England  and  Wales  is  2.5  per  1 ,000  of  the  population  ; in 
the  year  immediately  preceding  the  war  it  was  10  per  1,000,  and  in  the  period  1876-1880,  when 
the  birth  rate  was  at  its  maximum,  it  was  14.5  per  1,000  of  the  population.

Of  the  307  deaths  ascribed  to  old  age,  101  were  of  males  and  206  of  females.  TTie 
comparatively  large  number  of  deaths  from  old  age,  diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels, 
and  cancer  is  due  to  the  higher  proportion  of  old  people  in  the  population  of  Cornwall  than 
in  that  of  England  and  Wales  as  a whole.  Nearly  all  the  deaths  from  tuberculosis  occurred 
between  the  ages  of  15  and  55,  while  nearly  all  the  deaths  from  cancer  occurred  in  people 
over  the  age  of  45  years.  The  deaths  from  congenital  debility,  etc.,  occurred  in  the  first 
year.

The  Laboratory  of  the  Public  Analyst  (Dr.  H.  E.  Cox),  II,  Billiter  Square, 
London,  E.C.3.  Specimens  of  water  and  food,  etc.,  are  sent  to  this  Laboratory  by  the 
County  Council.

Ambulance  Facilities. 


Motor  ambulances  are  provided  and  maintained  by  voluntary  organisations,  and 
there  is  a Joint  Committee  of  representative  members  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society 
and  The  Order  of  St.  John,  the  Cornwall  Voluntary  Aid  Organisation.

In  addition  to  the  above,  there  are  also  ambulances  at  Bude,  Newquay  and  Torpoint. 
These  ambulances  are  not  available  for  ordinary  infectious  disease,  but  are  used  in 
connection  with  the  Council’s  Public  Health  Services.  Ambulances  for  ordinary 
infectious  disease  are  provided  by  the  District  Councils  In  connection  with  the  Isola- 
tion Hospitals.  The  County  Council  make  a grant  of  £10  per  ambulance  to  the  Cornwall 
Voluntary  Aid  Organisation,  to  be  devoted  solely  to  expenses  in  connection  with  road 
accidents. 


Nursing  in  the  Home. 

This  is  undertaken  by  the  132  District  Nursing  Associations,  131  of  which  are  affiliated 
to  the  County  Nursing  Association  and  employ  164  nurses.  There  are  also  four  emer- 
gency nurses  appointed  by  the  County  Nursing  Association  who  are  employed  for  the 
County  Council  in  maternity  cases  and  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  When  not 
required  by  the  County  Council  they  are  employed  by  the  County  Nursing  Association. 
North  Tamerton  is  included  in  the  Devon  County  Nursing  Association. 


Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

Particulars  of  these  are  given  in  the  sections  dealing  with  Maternity  and  Child 

Welfare,  Venereal  Diseases,  Orthopaedic  Treatment,  and  Tuberculosis. 

Hospitals.  (See  Tables  at  the  end  of  the  Report) . 

The  administration  of  the  institutional  medical  services  transferred  from  the  late 
Boards  of  Guardians  under  the  provisions  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929.  Development 

has  continued  on  the  same  lines  as  reported  in  previous  Reports.  There  are  9 Public  Assist- 
ance Institutions,  all  of  which  are  mixed  Institutions  including  an  Infirmary  for  the  sick  and 
the  House  part  of  the  Institution.  (|See  Table  at  end  of  Report) 

Poor  Law  Medical  Out  Relief.  Arrangements  have  been  made  whereby  all  medical 
relief  districts  in  the  County  will  eventually,  if  there  are  medical  practitioners  residing  or 
practising  in  such  districts  who  are  willing  to  contract  with  the  County  Council,  be  served  by 
medical  practitioners  contracting  with  the  County  Council  under  the  terms  of  the  Scheme. 

The  County  Council  will  contract  with  any  medical  practitioner,  who  is  duly  qualified 
and  willing  to  serve  on  a panel  of  medical  practitioners  residing  or  practising  in  any  medical 
relief  district,  for  the  provision  of  relief  in  a medical  relief  district  to  which  the  Scheme  applies.

Poor  persons  granted  medical  relief  will  be  able  to  select  from  the  panel  of  medical 
practitioners  for  the  medical  relief  district  in  which  they  reside,  the  medical  practitioner  they 
desire  to  attend  them. 

The  Scheme  came  into  operation  on  1st  July,  1934.  There  are  72  Medical  Relief 
Districts,  48  having  District  Medical  Officers,  and  24  in  which  there  is  a panel  of  medical 
practitioners. 

Persons  in  receipt  of  Relief  in  March,  1938,  were  4,676  as  compared  with  5,027  in 
March,  1937. 

institutional  Provision  for  the  Care  of  Mental  Defectives.  The  St.  Columb  Public 
Assistance  Institution  has  been  transferred  from  the  Public  Assistance  Committee  to  the 
Committee  for  the  Care  of  Mental  Defectives,  and  has  been  adapted  for  the  accommodation  of 
56  low  grade  children  and  55  women  of  medium  or  high  grade.  The  following  accommodation 
is  approved  by  the  Board  of  Control  in  Public  Assistance  Institutions: — Falmouth,  10  adult 
males,  13  adult  females  and  24  boys  under  16.  Bodmin,  20  adult  women  and  5 adult  men. 

The  Bodmin  Institution  was  to  have  been  adapted  for  the  accommodation  of  about 
100  male  cases,  but  this  has  been  deferred  for  financial  reasons. 

Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services.  The  Scheme  for  ante-natal  examinations  con- 
tinues to  expand,  and  arrangements  have  also  now  been  made  for  post-natal  examinations. 

Institutional  Provision  for  Mothers  or  Children.  No  change. 

Health  Visitors.  No  change. 

Child  Life  Protection.  92  persons  receiving  children  for  reward  were  on  the  Register 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  142  such  children  were  registered. 

Orthopaedic  Treatment.  A new  Clinic  has  been  provided  at  Falmouth  by  the  Falmouth 
Education  Authority  and  the  County  Council. 

Nursing  Homes  Registration  Act,  1927.  There  are  27  registered  Nursing  Homes. 
Exemption  from  registration  has  been  granted  to  15  Hospitals.  No  powers  have  been  dele- 
gated. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

County  Councils  are  not  Sanitary  Authorities  for  such  purposes  as  water  supply,  sewer- 
age, and  the  arrangements  for  dealing  with  infectious  disease,  but  under  the  Local  Government 
Act,  1929,  County  Councils  may  make  grants  to  District  Councils  in  aid  of  schemes  for  water 
supply  and  sewerage.  Grants  have  been  made  by  the  County  Council  in  aid  of  water  supplies 
for  rural  areas. 

If  it  is  desired  to  attract  a considerable  number  of  visitors  to  Cornwall  it  will  be 
necessary  to  provide  a sufficient  water  supply  and  satisfactory  sewerage  arrangements.  When 
the  boundaries  of  the  districts  were  revised  recently  it  was  hoped  that  the  remaining  districts 
would  be  sufficiently  large  to  enable  them  to  undertake  all  necessary  provision,  but  the 
expense  for  small  districts  is  considerable  and  the  resulting  rate  may  deter  Councils  from 
taking  any  action. 

Water  supplies,  sufficient  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  may  be  insufficient  for 
visitors  in  the  holiday  months.  When  more  water  is  supplied  it  is  often  found  that  the  sewerage 
arrangements  are  insufficient  to  deal  with  the  extra  flow  of  water,  and  further  expense  is 
necessary. 

It  may  be  necessary  for  the  County  Council  to  consider  the  sewerage  question  more 
fully  later,  but  no  doubt  the  water  supply  is  the  first  consideration,  as  without  sufficient  water 
a proper  sewerage  scheme  is  impossible.  Grants  are  not  made  by  the  County  Council  for  this 
purpose. 

Isolation  Hospitals  are  also  important  from  the  visitors’  point  of  view.  It  is  not  very 
satisfactory  for  visitors  to  find  that  cases  of  infectious  disease  are  retained  in  the  houses  in 
which  they  are  staying  because  for  that  particular  Sanitary  District  there  is  no  Isolation  Hospital 
accommodation  available. 
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The  County  Council  have  made  the  necessary  Scheme,  but  there  has  been  consider- 
able delay  with  the  provision  of  new  beds. 

Water.  Rural  Water  Supply.  This  question  has  not  been  such  an  urgent  one  here  as 
in  some  Counties,  but  a scheme  for  assisting  Rural  Councils  in  improving  the  water  supply  has 
been  approved  by  the  Council. 

The  Rural  Water  Supplies  Act,  1934,  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  the 
sum  of  £1,000,000  to  assist  the  provision  or  improvement  of  Schemes  of  water  supply  in  rural 
districts  in  England  and  Wales.  The  County  Council  under  section  57  of  the  Local  Government 
Act,  1929,  have  power  to  contribute  towards  the  cost  of  water  Schemes. 

The  County  Council  have  drawn  up  a Scheme  under  which  grants  may  be  made  to  Rural 
District  Councils,  provided  such  Schemes  are  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  are 
eligible  for  a grant  from  the  Minister  under  the  1934  Act. 

The  following  are  the  principles  and  conditions  laid  down  by  the  County  Council : — 

That  grants  be  made  in  aid  of  Schemes  for  the  improvement  of  water  supplies  on  the 
following  conditions  : — 

(i)  That  each  case,  as  and  when  it  arises,  shall  be  considered  on  its  own  merits  as  it 
is  impossible  to  lay  down  precise  rules  by  reference  to  which  all  cases  arising  can 
be  settled  automatically. 

(ii)  That  the  County  Council  shall  be  satisfied  as  to  the  necessity  of  the  Scheme  and  its 
merits,  both  from  the  technical  and  financial  sides  and  that  if  no  assistance  is 
given  an  undue  burden  will  be  placed  on  the  particular  district  or  parish. 

(iii)  That  the  Rural  District  Council  shall  also  contribute  towards  the  Scheme  by  charging 
the  whole  of  the  deficiency  to  its  general  funds. 

(iv)  That  adequate  charges  shall  be  made  to  consumers. 

(v)  That  the  Government  Grant,  if  any,  shall  be  taken  into  consideration  before  arriving 
at  the  figure  of  deficiency,  i.e.  net  cost. 

(vi)  That  the  contribution  by  the  County  Council  shall  be  in  respect  of  capital  outlay 
only. 

(vii)  That,  generally,  the  basis  of  contribution  shall  be  as  follows  : — 

A proportion  (say  one-third)  of  the  loan  charges  or  of  the  deficiency,  which- 
ever is  less,  where  the  average  general  rate  on  the  Rural  District  including  the 
rate  required  for  the  scheme,  exceeds  (say)  10/6  in  the  £,  any  excess  above  that 
amount  due  to  the  water  scheme  to  rank  for  grant. 

(viii)  Whatever  basis  is  adopted  for  contribution  in  individual  cases,  all  such  contributions 
shall  have  regard  to  an  over-riding  limit  of  total  expenditure  (to  be  determined  by 
the  County  Finance  Committee)  of  not  exceeding  a certain  poundage  rate  over  the 
county  administrative  area.” 

Of  the  10  Rural  District  Councils,  two  (Launceston  Rural  and  Stratton  Rural)  report  that 
no  water  schemes  are  necessary. 

Grants  have  been  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Health  in  the  following  cases  on  condi- 
tion that  at  least  equal  grants  are  made  by  the  County  Council  and  the  Rural  District  Council:

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The  £1,000,000  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Ministry  has  now  been  allocated. 

Rivors  and  StraamSi.  Action  to  check  pollution  of  rivers  or  streams  may  be  taken  by  District 
Councils  or  by  the  County  Council.  There  are  no  large  rivers  running  through  several  districts 
such  as  usually  require  action  by  a County  Council  and  cases  of  pollution  are  usually  dealt 
with  by  the  District  Councils  concerned. 

In  previous  years  complaints  have  been  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  from  residents  in 
the  Llskeard  Borough  and  Liskeard  Rural  District  as  to  the  pollution  of  the  Looe  River  by 
sewerage  from  the  Liskeard  Borough  and  from  trade  effluents.  The  Ministry  have  asked  the 
County  Council  for  their  comments.  The  untreated  sewage  from  the  Liskeard  Borough  is  dis- 
charged into  the  streams  which  form  the  Looe  River.  In  1931  the  Ministry  of  Health  held  an 
inquiry  with  reference  to  an  application  from  the  Liskeard  Borough  Council  to  borrow  £33,000 
for  works  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal.  It  was  expected  at  the  time  that  a grant  of  63% 
would  be  received  from  the  Unemployment  Grants  Committee,  but  as  only  25%  could  be 
received  the  scheme  was  not  further  considered. 

Schools.  The  sanitary  condition  and  water  supply  of  the  Schools  is  constantly  receiving  the 
attention  of  the  Education  Committee,  and  as  opportunity  offers  Schools  are  connected  with 
water  and  drainage  schemes- 


HOUSING. 

Housing  Act,  1936.  A grant  of  £1  per  house  for  40  years  is  being  made  to  the  Kerrier 
Rural  District  Council  for  22  houses.  Similar  grants  to  the  Truro  Rural  District  Council  in 
respect  of  6 houses  and  to  the  St.  Germans  Rural  District  Council  in  respect  of  3 houses  have 
also  been  approved. 

The  County  Council  must  have  regard  for  the  Housing  in  Rural  Districts,  but  no 
powers  of  inspection  are  given  to  the  Council.  The  population  is  diminishing  in  the  County, 
an  important  point  in  this  respect. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COUNTY  VETERINARY  OFFICER. 

TTie  chief  veterinary  duties  in  the  Public  Health  Department  are  in  relation  to  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  Acts  and  Orders.  These  duties  are  carried  out  by  the  County  Veterinary  Officer 
and  by  a panel  consisting  of  18  part-time  Veterinary  Officers  working  under  his  direction. 

Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915.  Section  four  of  this  Act  provides  that  in 
the  event  of  a sample  of  milk  produced  within  the  county  area  proving  to  contain  tubercle 
bacilli,  notice  must  be  given  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  the  district  in  which  such  sample  was  taken.  This  information  is  transmitted  to  the 
County  Veterinary  Officer  who  arranges  for  a veterinary  examination  of  the  suspected  herd 
and  the  removal  of  the  animals  responsible  for  the  contamination.  No  Information  is  available 
as  to  the  exact  number  of  samples  taken  by  Urban  and  Rural  districts  within  the  County  or 
by  Local  Authorities  outside  the  County  under  this  section.  It  is  very  gratifying  to  note  that 
during  the  course  of  the  year  no  such  report  was  received  by  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936.  The  above  Order  which  is  made  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Amendment)  Act,  1922  and  the  Milk  Act,  1934,  pro- 
vides that  no  person  may  use  a * special  designation  for  any  milk  unless  there  is  in  force 
a milk  licence  authorising  the  use  of  that  designation  in  connection  with  that  milk,  nor  may 
any  description  be  used  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  milk  which  is  calculated  falsely  to  suggest 
that  the  cows  are  free  from  tuberculosis  or  that  the  milk  has  been  graded  or  tested  by  any 
competent  person. 

The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  granting  of  licences  for  the  production  of 
Tuberculin  Tested  milk  and  Accredited  milk. 
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Tuberculin  Tested  Milk,  This  is  milk  from  cows  which  have  passed  a veterinary 
examination  and  a tuberculin  test.  It  may  be  either  bottled  on  the  farm  or  elsewhere  and 
must  pass  a Methylene  Blue  Reductase  test  under  the  conditions  laid  down  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health.  The  control  of  the  herd  and  methods  of  milk  production  and  the  hygienic  standard 
of  the  premises  must  be  approved  by  the  County  Council. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  3 new  licences  were  granted  and  3 were  surrendered. 
On  the  31st  December,  1937,  the  following  36  persons  were  producing  tuberculin  tested  milk.

Accredited  Milk.  This  is  milk  from  cows  which  have  passed  a clinical  examination. 
It  is  bottled  either  at  the  farm  or  elsewhere,  and  must  pass  a Methylene  Blue  Reductase  test 
under  the  conditions  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  hygienic  standard  of  the  premises,  the  method  of  milk  production  and  the  control 
of  the  herd  must  be  approved  by  the  County  Council. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  232  premises  were  licenced  for  the  production  of  milk 
under  this  designation,  and  on  the  31st  December,  1937,  299  licences  were  in  existence. 

Most  of  the  licences  granted  under  this  designation  are  for  producers  only  and  the 
licence  is  taken  out  with  the  object  of  qualifying  for  the  payment  of  a bonus  under  the  Milk 
Marketing  Board  scheme  for  clean  milk.  In  the  Eastern  part  of  the  county  most  of  the  milk  is 
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used  for  liquid  consumption  but  in  the  West  most  of  it  is  used  for  manufacturing  purposes. 
This  seems  to  be  unfortunate  when  one  realises  that  a considerable  amount  of  the  milk  used 
for  liquid  consumption  does  not  come  up  to  Accredited  standard. 

During  the  year  each  Accredited  farm  was  visited  once  every  three  months  by  a 
veterinary  officer  of  the  County  Council,  and  an  inspection  made  of  the  cows.  In  all  1 ,029 
inspections  were  made,  resulting  in  the  examination  of  15,869  animals,  and  the  detection  of  2 
affected  with  tuberculosis  in  a clinical  form  as  defined  by  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925,  156 
affected  with  Mastitis,  and  42  affected  with  other  conditions  liable  to  affect  the  milk  supply. 
At  each  inspection  the  County  Council  pays  for  the  examination  of  the  first  10  cows  and  the 
owner  pays  for  any  in  excess  of  that  number  ; the  owner  also  pays  an  amount  not  exceeding 
2/6d.  for  travelling  expenses  and  the  county  pays  any  amount  in  excess  of  that  figure. 

Of  the  16  licencees  who  surrendered  their  licences  during  the  year,  2 were  granted 
tuberculin  tested  licences,  4 left  the  district,  6 did  not  wish  to  continue,  3 were  not  renewed 
and  one  licencee  died.  2 licences  were  revoked  as  the  producers  could  not  comply  with  the 
required  conditions. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Order  1 ,297  Accredited  Milk  samples  were  taken  during  the 
course  of  the  year  of  which  1 ,055  were  found  to  comply  with  the  conditions  laid  down  in  the 
Order,  and  of  the  remaining  242  samples  the  reasons  for  non-compliance  were  as  follows  : —

Milk  and  DairiGS  OrdGr,  1926i.  Under  Part  IV  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order  the  Veter- 
inary Officers  of  the  County  Council  may  be  directed  to  make  periodic  routine  inspections  of  all 
registered  dairy  herds  in  the  county.  This  work  covers  the  detection  of  animals  suffering  from 
tuberculosis  of  the  udder;  giving  tuberculous  milk  ; suffering  from  tuberculous  emaciation  ; or 
suffering  from  a chronic  cough  and  showing  definite  clinical  signs  of  tuberculosis,  together  with 
cows  suffering  from  certain  pathological  conditions  which  would  affect  the  milk  supply.  The 
remainder  of  the  Order,  covering  the  registration  and  inspection  of  cowsheds  and  dairies,  is 
administered  by  the  Local  Sanitary  Authorities,  who  are  responsible  for  the  re-conditioning  and 
general  hygienic  standard  of  the  premises,  the  cleanliness  of  the  cows  and  the  methods  adopted 
for  the  satisfactory  handling  of  the  milk. 

TubGrculOSis  OrdGr,  1925.  This  Order  which  is  made  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Diseases  of  Animals  Acts  1894 — 1935  is  complementary  to  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  and 
provides  a means  of  eliminating  all  tuberculous  animals  which  are  a danger  to  the  milk  supply. 

During  the  year  1937,  373  animals  were  dealt  with  under  the  provisions  of  the  Order 
by  the  veterinary  staff  of  the  County  Council,  the  following  particulars  giving  the  work  actu-

Of  the  animals  found  to  be  affected  170  were  cows  in  milk,  77  were  dry  cows  or  heifers 
and  the  remaining  24  were  bovine  animals.  Of  the  cows  in  milk  10  were  affected  with  tubercu- 
losis of  the  udder  or  giving  tuberculous  milk,  46  were  affected  with  tuberculous  emaciation 
and  114  otherwise  affected  with  tuberculosis. 
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Of  the  271  animals  found  to  be  affected  153  were  not  advanced  cases. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  approximately  100,000  cows  in  milk  in  the  County,  and 
it  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  percentage  number  of  milking  cows  slaughtered  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Order  is  0.17  per  cent. 

Agricultural  Act,  1937.  Under  the  provisions  of  part  4 of  this  Act,  the  veterinary 
duties  at  present  carried  out  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Acts  and  Orders  and  the  Diseases  of 
Animals  Acts  and  Orders  by  the  County  Council  will  be  taken  over  by  the  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture, as  from  the  first  of  April,  1938,  under  the  new  State  veterinary  service.  In  so  far  as  this 
County  is  concerned  it  will  mean  a big  step  forward  in  regard  to  veterinary  work.  The  tuber- 
culin testing  of  herds  licensed  to  produce  tuberculin  tested  milk  will  be  done  by  the  Ministry’s 
veterinary  officers  as  also  will  the  inspections  under  the  Accredited  milk  scheme.  No  fees  will 
be  chargeable  to  the  producers.  Routine  veterinary  inspections  of  all  herds  within  the  County 
will  also  be  commenced  for  the  first  time,  as  under  the  old  arrangements  the  staff  available  was 
inadequate  to  put  Part  4 of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  Into  effective  operation.  It  is  the 
intention  of  the  Ministry  to  work  in  close  co-operation  with  the  local  authority  in  regard  to  the 
veterinary  duties  carried  out  under  these  various  Acts  and  Orders  and  to  keep  the  County 
Council  informed  from  time  to  time  of  the  results  of  this  work.  Arrangements  are  also  being 
made  under  the  Act  for  a survey  Into  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  cattle,  and  it  will,  there- 
fore, be  possible  at  a later  date  to  get  fairly  reliable  figures  regarding  the  disease  position  in 
the  County. 

Meat  Inspection.  The  inspection  of  meat  is  a matter  entirely  for  the  Local  Sanitary 
Authority  but  in  certain  cases  during  the  year  the  County  Veterinary  Officer  has  been 
requested  to  give  a second  opinion  on  the  soundness  or  otherwise  of  meat  for  human  consump- 
tion. 

Milk  fOt  School  Childron.  During  the  year  special  attention  was  paid  to  the  examination 
of  dairy  herds  belonging  to  farms  supplying  milk  to  schools  within  the  county,  and  steps  were 
taken  to  ensure  that  the  methods  of  milk  production  were  satisfactory.  It  is  gratifying  to  note 
that  most  of  the  milk  supplied  to  school  children  was  produced  under  one  of  the  special  designa- 
tions.

Milk  Supplied  to  Schools.  Under  the  Milk  Marketing  Board’s  Scheme  children  may 
now  obtain  milk  for  id.  for  a third  of  a pint,  subsidies  being  paid  direct  to  the  producers. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  15,217  elementary  and  967  Secondary  School  children  were  receiving 
milk  in  School.  Of  the  former  number,  2,908  were  receiving  milk  free  of  charge.  Approxim- 
ately 59%  of  children  in  average  attendance  were  receiving  milk. 

There  were  36  notifications  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  during  the  year,  of  which 
at  least  30  per  cent,  were  due  to  bovine  infection.  Iln  children  under  10  years  of  age  it  is 
estimated  that  70  per  cent,  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  cervical  glands,  25  per  cent,  of  bones  and 
joints,  and  55  per  cent,  of  lupus,  are  due  to  bovine  infection.  The  percentage  diminishes  as 
age  of  notification  increases,  and  in  adults  a larger  proportion  are  due  to  infection  from  human 
sources. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

The  County  of  Cornwall  Act,  S.68,  when  adopted  by  a District  Council  provides 
for  the  registration  of  manufacturers,  vendors,  merchants,  dealers,  and  premises  for  the  manu- 
facture or  storage  or  sale  of  ice-cream. 

S.69  is  in  operation  without  adoption  and  provides  for  the  notification  of  infectious 
disease  and  for  dealing  with  infected  ice-cream.  It  also  provides  for  the  inspection  of 
materials,  commodities  or  articles  of  food  on  such  premises. 
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Adulteration,  etc.

There  were  also  about  400  Gerber  tests  of  milk  ; the  exclusion  of  these  makes  the  per- 
centage of  samples  of  milk  adulterated  15%  and  this  Increases  the  total  figure  of  9.93% 
adulterated  as  compared  with  the  average  for  England  and  Wales  5.3%. 

The  following  39  samples  were  taken  in  the  Penzance  Borough,  an  independent 
Authority  ; Milk,  32  ; Butter,  2 ; Lard,  2 ; Margarine,  I ; Vinegar,  1 ; Sausage  Meat,  1 . Four 
samples  of  milk  were  found  not  to  be  genuine  ; in  3 cases  a warning  was  given,  and  in  the 
remaining  case  there  was  a successful  prosecution. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Food. 

Chemical  examination  of  food  is  undertaken  by  the  Public  Analyst,  Dr.  H.  E.  Cox, 
The  Laboratory,  1 1 , Billiter  Square,  London,  E.C.  3. 

Bacteriological  examination  of  milk  is  undertaken  by  Dr.  E.  Wordley,  at  the  Prince  of 
Wales’s  Hospital,  Plymouth,  and  Dr.  F.  D.  M.  Hocking  at  the  Royal  Cornwall  Infirmary, 
Truro. 
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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

Hospital  Accoimnodation.  Under  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  s.63,  the  County 
Council  must  prepare  a scheme  for  the  provision  of  efficient  isolation  hospitals. 

The  following  Scheme  has  been  approved  by  the  Council  and  the  Minister  of  Health  : — 

Scheme  for  the  Provision  of  Hospital  Accommodation  for  the  Treatment  of  Infectious  Disease 

within  the  County  of  Cornwall. 

The  Cornwall  County  Council,  in  pursuance  of  their  powers  under  Section  63  of  the 
Local  Government  Act,  1929,  hereby  make  the  following  Scheme; — 


PART  1.  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  OTHER  THAN  SMALL  POX. 


( 1 ) With  a view  to  the  provision  of  adequate  hospital  accommodation  for  the  treat- 
ment of  infectious  disease  other  than  Smallpox  the  County  shall  be  divided  into  areas  consisting 
of  the  County  District  or  Districts  specified  in  the  second  column  of  the  subjoined  table,  and 
there  shall  be  provided  in  the  manner  specified  in  the  fourth  column  for  each  area  not  less 
accommodation  than  that  specified  in  the  third  column  and  placed  opposite  to  the  number  and 
description  of  the  area.

is  resident,  and  every  authority  within  the  county  providing  or  maintaining  a hospital  pursuant 
to  this  scheme  shall,  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  circumstances  so 
require  and  accommodation  is  available,  admit  patients  from  any  district  within  the  county 
(other  than  one  to  be  served  by  the  hospital  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  scheme) 
the  Council  of  which  desires  to  be  furnished  with  accommodation,  and  patients  so  admitted  shall 
be  admitted  on  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  between  the  authorities  concerned,  or  in  default 
of  agreement  determined  by  a single  arbitrator  in  accordance  with,  and  subject  to,  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Arbitration  Act,  1889,  or  any  statutory  modification  thereof  for  the  time  being  in 
force. 


(3)  Where  in  pursuance  of  paragraph  (1)  of  this  Scheme  Authorities  enter  into  agree- 
ments or  contracts  under  Section  131  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  any  such  agreement  or 
contract  may  provide  for  the  payment  of  a capital  sum  to  the  Council  maintaining  the  hospital 
by  the  Council  from  whose  district  patients  are  to  be  received  into  the  hospital,  and  shall  pro- 
vide for  the  payment  of  such  other  sums  by  way  of  annual  retaining  fees  and  weekly  payments 
for  maintenance  and  treatment  of  patients  in  the  hospital  as  may  be  agreed  between  the  parties 
thereto  or  in  default  of  agreement  as  may  be  determined  by  a single  arbitrator  in  accordance 
with,  and  subject  to,  the  provisions  of  the  Arbitration  Act,  1889,  or  any  statutory  modifica- 
tion thereof  for  the  time  being  in  force. 


PART  II.  SMALLPOX. 

The  County  Council  will  provide  hospital  accommodation  comprising  not  less  than  10 
beds  for  persons  suffering  from  smallpox,  and  will,  if  and  when  so  required  by  the  Minister  of 
Health,  provide  such  further  accommodation  as  he  may  consider  necessary  for  the  reception 
and  treatment  of  persons  suffering  from  smallpox  in  any  part  of  the  County. 


Arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  three  Councils  in  Area  8,  and  new  accommo- 
dation Is  now  being  provided  at  Plymouth. 

The  Councils  in  Area  6 have  now  considered  the  question  of  providing  an  Isolation 
Hospital  for  the  combined  districts,  and  the  Ministry  of  Health,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
Section  6 of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  has  made  an  Order  under  that  Section  constituting  a 
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united  district  for  this  purpose.  The  united  district  will  be  managed  by  a Joint  Board  consist- 
ing of  representatives  from  each  district.  The  expenses  for  the  maintenance  of  patients  will 
be  divided  between  the  constituent  authorities  according  to  the  number  of  patients  sent  by 
them,  otherwise  the  expenses  of  the  Board  will  be  defrayable  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  Section  309  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

The  Councils  of  Area  3 have  arranged  for  the  Falmouth  Borough  Council  to  provide 
accommodation  on  the  site  of  the  present  Isolation  Hospital,  and  a beginning  has  been  made. 

The  Councils  of  Area  1 have  selected  a site  but  delay  has  been  caused  by  some 
doubt  as  to  a sufficient  water  supply  in  the  dry  weather.

Diphtheria.  95  notifications  were  in  urban  districts  and  39  in  rural  districts,  a total  of 
134  cases.  The  distribution  is  shown  in  the  table  at  the  end  of  the  Report.  Last  year  there 
were  120  notifications.  TTie  notifications  are  now  as  in  the  period  1900-1910.  From  1910-1920 
the  notifications  rose  gradually  to  883  in  1920.  TTiere  was  then  a rapid  fall  to  96  in  the  year 
1923,  evidently  due  to  the  development  of  immunity  in  the  affected  districts.  There  were  6 
deaths,  a fatality  of  4.4%.  Before  the  introduction  of  anti-toxin,  the  fatality  was  30%.  The 
disease  was  of  the  mild  type. 

It  is  now  possible  by  suitable  injections  to  render  a child  immune  to  Diphtheria.  This 
is  very  important  for  those  thus  rendered  immune,  but  the  numbers  so  treated  are  too  small 
to  affect  the  statistics.  In  a few  districts  offers  have  been  made  by  the  District  Council  and  the 
Medical  Officers  of  Health  to  immunise  children  against  Diphtheria,  but  it  is  too  early  to 
state  whether  the  offer  is  likely  to  be  accepted  to  any  appreciable  extent.  Schemes  are  in 
operation  in  St.  Ives  Borough  and  Launceston  Urban  and  Rural  Districts,  and  some  hundreds 
of  children  have  been  immunised. 

Scarlet  Fever.  159  cases  were  notified  in  the  urban  districts  and  159  in  the  rural 
districts,  a total  of  318.  It  is  doubtful  whether  this  represents  half  of  the  cases,  which  are  often 
so  mild  that  no  notice  is  taken  of  the  disease.  Isolation  is  impossible  where  there  are  many 
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cases,  and  in  any  case  is  of  little  use  in  preventing  the  spread  of  the  infection,  seeing  that  so 
many  cases  are  never  notified  at  all.  There  was  1 death,  a fatality  of  0.3%  of  the  notifica- 
tions. This  is  a very  mild  disease  now,  very  different  from  epidemics  some  years  ago,  when 
the  fatality  has  been  30%. 

Enteric  Fever,  There  were  9 notifications  in  urban  districts  and  4 in  rural  districts, 
a total  of  13  cases.  There  were  3 deaths,  a fatality  of  23.07%.  The  usual  cause  of  a small 
epidemic  now  is  milk,  infected  by  a carrier.  Most  of  the  cases  are  single  cases  and  no 
evidence  is  found  as  to  the  cause  of  the  infection. 

Of  the  non-notifiable  diseases  there  were  4 deaths  from  Measles  and  5 deaths  from 
Whooping  Cough. 

Cancer.  There  were  596  deaths  from  Cancer,  a rate  of  132  per  thousand  deaths  from 
all  causes  in  Cornwall.  The  rate  in  England  and  Wales  in  1936  was  134  per  thousand  deaths. 

Cornwall  has  a comparatively  large  number  of  persons  of  the  Cancer  age  so  that  a 
higher  death  rate  in  Cornwall  would  be  expected  than  in  England  and  Wales. 

The  death  rate  per  1 ,000  population  was  for  Cornwall  1 .9,  and  for  England  and  Wales 

1.6. 

Radium.  In  addition  to  the  National  Centres  in  Hospitals  associated  with  Medical 
Schools  some  additional  Radium  Centres  have  been  established,  and  the  Prince  of  Wales’s 
Hospital,  Plymouth,  is  one.

Many  of  the  cases  notified  were  very  mild.  An  emergency  nurse  is  supplied  for 
home  nursing  when  necessary. 

The  case  which  became  blind  was  first  treated  by  the  doctor  called  in  by  the  midwife, 
but  was  soon  removed  to  Hospital.  It  is  some  years  since  the  last  case  of  blindness  due  to  this 
disease:  the  wonder  is  that  there  are  not  more  cases  of  blindness. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 

No  action  has  been  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regu- 
lations, 1925,  or  under  Section  62  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925,  or  Section  172  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936. 

Much  of  the  work  is  set  out  in  tabular  form,  and  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  Report. 
There  are  tuberculosis  treatment  centres  at  Penzance,  Tuckingmill,  Truro,  St.  Austell  and 
Liskeard.  There  is  a Sanatorium  at  Tehidy  with  108  beds. 

The  Tuberculosis  Officer,  on  receipt  of  a notification,  informs  the  notifying  practi- 
tioner that  he  proposes  to  follow  up  the  notification  unless  the  practitioner  reports  that  there 
.are  special  reasons  why  this  should  not  be  done.

X-ray  Apparatus.  The  only  apparatus  available  is  at  Tehldy.  As  it  is  often  impos- 
sible to  exclude  the  possibility  of  Tuberculosis  without  an  X-ray  examination,  it  would  be 
desirable  for  a second  X-ray  apparatus  to  be  available  for  the  Eastern  part  of  the  County. 
Sanocrysin  and  Artificial  Pneumothorax  treatment  are  available  at  Tehidy. 


Artificial  Light  Treatment.  Three  lamps  are  used 

(i)  A long  flame  carbon  arc  lamp,  consuming  30  amperes* 

(ii)  A vacuum  type  Mercury  Vapour  lamp,  consuming  4 amperes. 

(iii)  A Tungsten  arc  lamp,  using  from  5 to  10  amperes.

Disease  treated  during  the  year.  Lupus  Vulgaris. 
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Much  of  the  work  undertaken  by  the  Council,  including  the  Sanatorium  treatment  at 
Tehidy  has  been  more  for  the  benefit  of  the  individual  patients  concerned  than  for  the  larger 
question  of  the  prevention  of  Tuberculosis.  An  enormous  reduction  in  the  incidence  of  Tuber- 
culosis took  place  before  the  introduction  of  Tuberculosis  Schemes  and  has  continued  little 
affected  by  these  Schemes.  The  reduction  has  been  chiefly  due  to  the  better  food  and  housing 
conditions  which  followed  the  industrial  development  during  the  latter  half  of  the  last  century. 
But  the  reduction  was  considerably  helped  by  the  steps  taken  to  diminish  the  spread  of  infec- 
tion from  case  to  case,  and  in  dealing  with  the  worst  cases  the  Poor  Law  Institutions  plaj'^ed 
an  important  part.  Some  of  the  cases  are  still  being  referred  to  Public  Assistance  Institutions 
instead  of  being  treated  under  the  Tuberculosis  Scheme,  but  the  question  must  arise  as  to 
whether  it  would  not  be  as  well  for  the  necessary  provision  to  be  made  for  all  cases  at  Tehidy. 

As  regards  the  treatment  of  early  and  medium  cases,  the  tendency  is  to  press  for  longer 
Sanatorium  treatment,  with  complete  rest  in  the  early  cases,  otherwise  cases  will  relapse  and 
require  further  periods  of  treatment  in  a Sanatorium.  The  difficulty  is  often  that  the  patient 
is  unwilling  to  remain  in  the  Sanatorium  for  a sufficient  period. 

In  1936  a new  ward  of  8 beds  was  built  to  replace  a wooden  building,  and 
these  new  beds  together  with  12  beds  provided  in  the  previous  year  are  at  present  used  for 
non-pulmonary  cases  of  tuberculosis.

The  correctness  of  these  figures  depends  on  the  care  with  which  the  District  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  carry  out  the  requirements  of  Article  10  of  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis) 
Regulations,  1930.  Article  10(5)  is  as  follows  : — 

Every  Medical  Officer  of  Health  shall  from  time  to  time,  but  not  less  frequently  than 
once  in  every  Quarter,  revise  the  register  kept  by  him  by  removing  from  the  register  : — 

(il ) The  entries  therein  relating  to  notifications  which  have  been  withdrawn  by  or  with 
the  consent  of  the  notifying  medical  practitioner  on  the  ground  that  the  original  notification 
was  incorrectly  made. 

(2)  The  entries  relating  to  persons  who  are  certified  by  the  medical  practitioner  in 
attendance  to  have  recovered,  and 

(3)  The  entries  relating  to  persons  who  to  his  knowledge  have  died,  have  ceased  to 
reside  permanently  in  the  district  or  who,  after  adequate  search,  cannot  be  found  resident  in 
the  district. 

Shelters.  The  Council  have  47  shelters  which  are  sent  out  on  loan  where  there  are 
suitable  sites  for  erection.

BLIND  PERSONS. 

A table  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  Report  (Table  VII). 

Blind  children  5 — 1 6 years  of  age  are  educated  at  the  Exeter  Blind  Institution.  After 
the  age  of  16  years  suitable  blind  persons  are  trained  for  various  occupations  at  the  South 
Devon  and  Cornwall  Institution  for  the  Blind,  Plymouth. 

After  training,  a blind  person  may  become  a home  worker  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Institution,  or  in  exceptional  circumstances  may  work  in  the  Institution. 

Tire  number  of  Home  Teachers  has  been  increased  to  five,  four  sighted  and  one  blind. 
These  work  under  the  County  Blind  Association  and  visit  the  homes  of  blind  persons  and 
teach  Moon  and  Braile  reading,  and  otherwise  keep  under  observation  all  blind  persons  who 
wish  to  be  visited.  8,199  visits  were  made  to  blind  persons,  and  750  lessons  given.  There  are 
63  Library  members. 
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There  are  23  home  workers,  and  2 journeymen  in  the  Institution  at  Plymouth. 

Grants  are  made  by  the  Council  to  the  County  Blind  Association  for  the  assistance  of 
the  necessitous  blind.  Efforts  are  made  to  bring  the  income  of  each  blind  person  to  15s.  a 
week  including  benefits  by  living  with  relations,  with  rent  and  attendance  free.  About  150 
grants  are  being  made,  varying  from  5s.  to  £1  per  month.  Under  the  Blind  Persons  Act  1938 
it  is  provided  that  all  assistance,  other  than  assistance  in  an  institution  or  medical  assistance 
shall  be  provided  under  the  Blind  Persons  Acts,  and  not  by  way  of  poor  relief.  Also  the  age 
at  which  a blind  person  becomes  eligible  for  an  old  age  pension  is  reduced  from  50  to  40  years. 

Prevention  of  BlindnesSi  The  Council  have  adopted  a system  of  voluntary  notification 
by  medical  practitioners  of  persons  threatened  with  blindness. 

Tbere  were  806  registered  blind  persons  on  31.3.38,  322  males  and  484  females,  and  in 
addition  1 78  “ watching  ” cases.  93  new  cases  were  added  during  the  year,  making  an  increase 
of  40  from  the  previous  year.  The  total  of  deaf  blind  is  41,  only  3 of  whom  are  under  50  years 
of  age. 

About  290  wireless  sets  are  on  loan  to  blind  persons  from  the  British  Wireless  Fund, 
and  over  200  blind  persons  have  their  own  sets.  A total  of  711  certificates  have  been  issued 
under  the  Wireless  Telegraphy  (Blind  Persons  Facilities)  Act  1926,  504  being  in  operation  at 
present. 

VACCINATION. 

A Table  is  given  at  the  end  of  the  Report  (Table  Vlll),  setting  out  the  work  under  the 
Vaccination  Acts,  which  is  now  undertaken  by  the  Health  Committee.  It  will  be  seen  that  for 
the  year  1936  only  642  children  out  of  4,125  were  successfully  vaccinated,  i.e.,  15.56%.  Statu- 
tory Declarations  of  Conscientious  Objection  were  received  for  2,875  children,  i.e.,  69.69% 
and  5 were  found  to  be  insusceptible  to  vaccination.  For  previous  years  the  corresponding 
figures  have  been  much  the  same. 

In  England  and  Wales  in  1934  36.1%  were  vaccinated  and  there  were  49.9%  declar- 
ations of  conscientious  objection.  In  1929  the  corresponding  figures  were  39.9%  and  44.7%. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Area.  The  County  Council  is  the  Supervising  Authority  under  the  Midwives  Acts  for 
the  whole  County,  but  for  other  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work  the  2 Boroughs  of  Penzance 
and  Falmouth  are  separate  Authorities.  These  Boroughs  are  also  separate  Education  Auth- 
orities. 

Maternity  Ward.  A maternity  ward  with  seven  beds  is  maintained  by  the  Council  at  the 
West  Cornwall  Miners’  and  Women’s  Hospital,  Redruth,  under  an  agreement  with  the  govern- 
ing body  of  that  Institution.  88  cases  were  admitted  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  78  in 
the  previous  year.  There  were  4 Infant  deaths,  3 premature,  1 congenital  heart,  5 still 
births,  and  three  maternal  deaths.  The  following  were  the  chief  reasons  for  admission: —

Of  the  88  cases  admitted  35  were  delivered  by  midwives  and  40  by  Doctors.  In  the 
other  cases  confinement  did  not  take  place  while  in  the  Hospital. 

Difficult  cases  from  the  Eastern  part  of  the  County  may  be  admitted  to  the  Prince 
of  Wales’s  Hospital,  Plymouth,  The  City  Hospital,  Plymouth,  and  the  Royal  Devon  and 
Exeter  Hospital,  Exeter.  Fifteen  cases  were  admitted  to  these  Hospitals  during  the  year,  all 
of  which  were  satisfactory. 
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Maternity  Cases.  In  the  Institutions  transferred  to  the  County  Council  under  the 
Local  Government  Act,  1929,  there  are  21  maternity  beds,  to  which  49  women  were  admitted 
-during  the  year,  25  being  delivered  by  midwives  and  14  by  Doctors,  the  remainder  being 
delivered  before  admission. 

Children’s  beds  in  these  Institutions  are  used  as  required,  but  there  is  not  always  a 
special  Ward  reserved  for  children  only.  14  beds  are  so  reserved,  and  21  children  were 
admitted  to  these  beds  during  the  year. 


Rosemundy  Home,  19  beds,  for  unmarried  girls,  is  maintained  by  the  Cornwall  Pre 
ventive  and  Rescue  Association.  TTie  girls  are  usually  retained  for  one  year.

Squint.  Arrangements  are  made  for  the  examination  of  children  under  school  age 
with  Squint,  and  for  the  provision  of  glasses  in  necessitous  cases.

In  a rural  county  such  as  Cornwall  most  mothers  find  the  distances  too  great  to  attend 
the  Centres,  and  the  Health  Visitors  follow  up  cases  to  their  homes. 
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Ent6rg6ncy  NurseSn  Four  emergency  nurses  are  provided  by  the  County  Nursing 
Association  for  the  use  of  the  County  Council  when  required  for  the  nursing  of  cases  of  Puerperal 
Pyrexia,  Puerperal  Fever,  and  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  When  not  employed  by  the  Council 
they  are  employed  by  the  County  Nursing  Association  and  the  District  Nursing  Associations. 

The  Midwives  Act,  1936.  This  act  came  into  operation  in  1937  and  arrangements 
have  been  made  with  the  County  Nursing  Association  for  this  work.  Under  this  Act  the 
County  Council  became  responsible  for  seeing  that  sufficient  Midwives  are  available  for  the 
County.  With  the  exceptions  of  St.  Ives,  where  there  is  a separate  Nursing  Association,  and 
North  Tamerton  which  is  included  in  a Devon  Nursing  Association,  the  whole  County  is 
covered  by  Associations  affiliated  to  the  County  Nursing  Association.

ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT. 

There  are  10  Clinics  with  Dr.  W.  W.  Rentoul  as  part-time  Medical  Officer  for  the 
Council,  and  there  are  14  beds  at  the  Royal  Cornwall  Infirmary,  Truro,  with  Dr.  Rentoul  as 
Hon.  Surgeon. 

During  the  year  the  Council’s  Orthopaedic  Scheme  has  been  extended  to  include  cases 
of  Tuberculosis.  The  number  of  beds  at  The  Royal  Cornwall  Infirmary,  Truro,  will  be  increased 
to  at  least  42,  including  10  beds  for  non-pulmonary  cases  of  tuberculosis  ; and  wards  of  20  beds 
have  been  provided  at  Tehidy  for  the  same  purpose.  When  the  hospital  beds  are  available 
it  is  proposed  to  admit  cases  to  hospital  requiring  special  treatment,  transferring  them  to 
Tehidy  later  when  special  hospital  treatment  is  no  longer  essential.  Further  treatment  and 
observation  will  be  carried  out  at  the  nearest  clinic. 

Cases  from  the  Launceston  Clinic  requiring  in-patient  treatment  are  admitted  to  The 
Princess  Elizabeth  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Exeter,  and  The  Dame  Hannah  Rogers’  Orthopaedic 
Hospital  School,  Ivybridge,  and  cases  from  the  Mount  Gold  Clinic  are  admitted  to  The  Mount 
Gold  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Plymouth.

The  number  of  Midwives  who  notified  their  intention  to  practise  in  the  County  during 
the  year  1937  was  252.  Of  these  12  were  to  fill  vacancies  of  Midwives  who  had  ceased  to 
practise  in  the  County  during  the  year,  4 were  temporary  appointments  for  holiday  and  relief 
duty,  and  2 were  extra  Midwives,  appointed  to  Saltash  (1)  and  Torpoint  (1).  This  leaves 
a total  of  234  Midwives  available  for  work  at  the  end  of  the  year,  being  9 trained  Midwives 
more  than  the  previous  year.

Still  Births.  Of  the  44  cases  notified  25  were  cases  where  a Doctor  had  been  called  in 
during  labour,  5 were  B.B.A.,  2 were  emergency  cases,  12  in  which  the  Midwife  was  acting 
alone.  Of  the  44  cases  14  were  macerated,  17  were  premature. 

Maternal  Deaths.  Of  the  2 maternal  deaths  in  which  the  midwife  was  acting  as  mid- 
wife Medical  Help  was  sought  during  the  Ante-natal  period  and  at  labour  in  one  case  ; and  at 
labour  and  during  the  early  puerperium  in  the  other.  Both  deaths  occurred  at  home ; the 
causes  of  death  being  certified  as  follows  : — 

Pulmonary  Embolism  following  Childbirth. 

Exhaustion  due  to  malpresentation  of  large  foetus. 

There  were  also  5 maternal  deaths  in  which  the  midwife  was  acting  as  Maternity  Nurse. 
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Liability  to  be  a Source  of  Infection. 

Of  the  62  notifications  received  : — 

39  were  for  rise  of  temperature  during  puerperium. 

15  were  for  infants  with  discharging  eyes. 

6 were  for  general  illnesses  other  than  maternity. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia  and  Fever. 

41  cases  were  notified;  Puerperal  Fever  9 and  Puerperal  Pyrexia  32.  In  17  cases  the 
Midwife  was  acting  as  Maternity  Nurse;  in  13  cases  the  Midwife  called  in  Medical  Help  at 
Labour,  and  in  1 1 cases  Medical  Help  was  sought  during  the  puerperium. 

16  cases  were  nursed  in  hospitals  and  Nursing  Homes,  and  25  were  nursed  at  home; 
39  made  a good  recovery  and  2 died,  1 at  home  and  1 in  hospital. 

The  midwife  was  acting  as  maternity  nurse  in  each  case  where  the  patient  died. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

14  cases  were  notified;  of  these  8 were  treated  at  home,  and  6 were  transferred 
to  hospital.  All  cases  cleared  up  with  no  apparent  impairment  of  vision  with  the  exception 
of  1 , which  is  still  under  treatment,  and  it  is  feared  there  will  be  loss  of  sight. 

Emergency  Nurses. 

In  addition  to  nursing  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  and  Pyrexia,  and  treating  cases  of 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  the  Emergency  Nurses  have  attended  96  maternity  cases. 

Ante-Natal  Care. 

The  Midwives  working  under  the  Cornwall  County  Nursing  Association  have  paid 
17,125  visits  to  expectant  mothers  in  their  own  homes.

Remarks. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  meteorological  observations  made  at  Redruth  during 
1937.  The  thermometers  are  certified  and  are  examined  periodically  by  the  Meteorological
